further ſaith, that ſome of: the Rebels vowed, 
That if any digged graves wherein to bury the

themſelves: Sov the poor people left the moſt of 
them unburied, expoſed to ravenous beaſts and 
fowls, and ſome few their parents carried a 
great way to bury them. And this depo- 
nent further ſaith, that he ſaw upon the way 
a woman left by the Rebels ſtripped to her 
ſmock, ſet upon by three women, and ſome 
Iriſh children, who miſerably rent and tore the 
faid poor Engh;ſh woman, and ſtripped her of 
her ſmock in a bitter froſt and ſnow, 1o that ſhe 
fell in labour under their hands, and both ſhe 
and her child dyed there.

defence of his Majeſties Prerogative, they let 
looſe the reins of their own vindidtive humour 
and irreconcileable hatred to their Britiſh 
Neighbours. 

I will not preſume to fay, they knew what

his people. But thus much I ſhall be bold to 
affirm, that upon the very firſt breaking out of 
this Rebellion, they did ſtrangely conjeQure, 
and beyond all appearance of reaſon, even ſome- 
what poſitively divine, of the diſmal breach 
and fearful diſtempers which afterwards fol- 
lowed to the diſabling of the Kingdom of Eng- 
land from applying remedies towards the re- 
ducement of Ireland. For the atteſtition of

| * of Longford, preſented about the ſame time 
$ {2 the Lords Juſtices, by the ſame Lord 
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wealth, found at Sir Fohn Dungars houſe, 
not far from Dubliz, and ſent up thither out 
of Conaght to be communicated to thoſe of

Theſe propoſitions being taken into conſidera- 
tion-in the Houſe of Commons, after they had

how much earneſtneſs his Majeſty in his Speech 
made to the Lords and Commons in Parliament 
on the 14 of December, in this preſent year, 
had preſſed them to take to heart the buſineſs 
of Ireland, and offered unto them: whatſoever 
his power, pains or induſtry could contribute 
to the good and neceſſary work of reducing 
the Jriþ Nation to their true and wonted

But alas theſe great expeQations were ſoon. 
daſhed, and the Forces deſigned for Ireland, 
as well out of England as Scotland rangely re- 
tarded by ſeveral obſtruions -which daily aroſe 
in the tranſa&ion of the [rſh affairs. 

For firſt, his Majeſty in the ſame Speech, 
wherein he conjured them, by all that was dear 
to him or them, to go on cheartully and ſpeedily 


for the reducing of [reland, did take notice of } 


a Bill for preſſing Souldiers for 1re/and depend- 
ing in the Houſe of Peers; and declaring his 
Ciſlike of putting it in that way, told them he 
would pals it ſo there were a /alvo jure put into 
it both for the King and people, but withall, 
told them that he thought himſelf little behold- 
in unto him whoſoever it was, that began this 
diſpute ſo far trenching upon the bounds of his 
ancient and undoubted 'prerogative. 
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Theſe paſſages in' his Majeſties Speech were 
| deeply reſented, not only by the Lords, who 
were more particularly concerned in them, but 


 # by the Houſe of Commons: And therefore his 


' Majeſty had no ſooner ended his Speech and 


| left their Houle, but that the Lords fell into 


conſideration of the fame, and reſolved that 
the King by taking notice of the debate in their 
Houle of the Bill, concerning preſſing of Soul- 
diers, had broken the fundamental priviledges 
of Parliament, And preſently a Meſſage was 
brought unto them likewiſe by Mr. Holz from 
the Houſe of Commons, to deſire a conference 
with their Lordſhips by Committees of both 
Houſes touching the Priviledges of Parliarhent : 
At the conference they fully expreſſed the deep 
ſenfe they had of the high injury offered unto 
them, by his Majeſty invading their Priviledgesz 
. and proceeded to far as to come not only to Peti- 
tion his Majeſty, and to defire that he would 
| be pleaſed to make known that perſon who had 
given him information ſo unduly of what had 
paſſed in their Houſe : but allo, to make a Pro- 
| teſtation concerning their Priviledges : This 
took up ſome time; and the great miſunderſtand- 
ing even which then began to appear betwixt 
his Majeſty and the Parliament, had ſo ſtrong 
an influence into the bufineſs of Ireland, as not- 
withſtanding the high neceſſities of this King- 
dom, and the great affeftions expreſſed by the 
Kingdom of &7glard for our ſudden relief here, 
the reſolutions were ſlow, and the preparations 
went ſo heavily on, as it was long before the

' as well without conditions as capitulations ; that 


they thought they had given ſufficient certainty 
already of their reſolution to lend that number

This took up a large debatein the Houſe of 
Peers, and was one main caule of the ſlow pro- 
ceeding on of the Treaty with the Scorsſh Com- 
miſfoners.

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Thus it pleaſed ' God to humble his own iſ 
people-in this Land, and far. their.fins go give 'Þ 
them. up- into. the power of their cruel Ene- 
mies, | who began now to. ſacrifice to. their 
own nets, to celebrate the memory of their _ 
ViRories ; And upon the proſperity of their | 
undertakings and late ſucceſs, they were be- 
come fo confident of prevailing even to the 
total extirpation of all the Brz5ſþ and Pro- 


teſtants out of this Kingdom, - as they pro- 
' ceeded to ſet doyn a certain form of Govern: 


ment, noMinated the perſons whom they in- 
tended to entruſt with the management of
